Using a 1971 constitutional 
ruling of the Ohio Supreme 
Court and a later decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court as a 
legal key, an Attorney for the 
Legal Aid Society has 
initiated an action which 
Opened the door to freedom 
for severalindigent 
Prisoners serving time in the 
Columbus Workhouse. 

They key was provided by 
an opinion written by former 
Justice Robert Duncan for 
the Ohio Supreme Court 
which held that to “keep a 
Person in jail solely because 
he was unable to. pay a tine 
imposed by a court denied 
that person the equal protec- 
tion of laws guaranteed by 
the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution." 

This same tenet of law was 
subsequently set forth by the 
U.S. Supreme Court also in 
1971.

Lionel H. Newsom, the new 
president designate, served 
briefly as Boy's Work 
Secretary at the Old Spring 
St. Branch YMCA while atten- 
ding graduate school at Ohio 
State University in the early 
1940's 

His appointment as CSU 
president was announced the 
past weekend by the trustees 
following a meeting in Day- 
ton Saturday 

Newsom, 52, accepted: the 
appointment Sunday at a 
meeting of the board of John- 
son C, Smith and telephoned 
his acceptance to CSU 
board 

His appointment and ac- 
ceptance énded a tumultuous 
21-month search for a suc- 
cessor to former CSU Presi- 
dent Herman) R. Branson, 
now president of Lincoln 
University in Penngwivania 

Branson was fired by a 
split trustee board in the 
summer of 1970 after it was 
learned he had accepted the 
Lincoln University appoint- 
ment, The controversy stirred 
up by the Branson issue, was 
marked by charges and 
counter charges by members 


of the trustee board 


Finally. Dr. Lewis A. Jack 
son, in Sept. 1970, was ap- 
pointed acting president, a 
position he has held since 
He was not a candidate for 
the appointment 

Newsom, according to in 


formed sources, was one of 
four candidates recommend- 
ed by the second search 
committee at CSU. The first 
committee recommended 
three candidates in..May, 
1971, but all withdrew after 
interviews with the board of 
trustees 

Weary of serving under the 
administration of an acting 
president, CSU student lead- 
ers became angry on campus 
and organized a demonstra- 
tion last month insisting the 
selection of a president 
before the end ofthe school 
year in June , 

As part of the demonstra-

Newsom, The CALL & 
POST learned, was chosen 
by the search committee 
because he is known as a

‘Death of Black Jesus’ 


Premieres at Karamu 


Reviewed 
By JEANNE VAN ATTA 

Several plays have been 
released in the last couple of 
years exploring the ideas of 
the New Testament. The 
latest one, which made its 
World premier at Karamu 
recently is “The Death of 
Black Jesus," by Alfred Bren. 
ner, The title of the play 
brings to mind a variety of 
preconceptions most of 
which, | found, were inac- 
curate. 

“The Death Of Black Jesus 
is not a black play, that is, it 
does not primarily depict 
black life experience. If it 
were to be characterized in 
that sense, it might more ac- 

_curately be termed a Jewish 
‘play. However, it is not a 
religious play either since it 
_deals.with Jesus-in-a-striotly 
intellectual and historical 
sense. 

As the play is written’ Jesus 
does not necessarily have to 
be black, though the 
dialogue of the drama is 
almost entirely in black ver- 
nacular. The significance lies 
in the fact that Jesus is NOT 
white dnd in that way he ser- 
ves as a symbol of all non- 
white oppressed peoples of 
the World. This is the main 
thrust with which Brenner 
has characterized his idea of 
Jesus, the man. 

The 12 disciples (referred 
to in the play, which takes 
place in contemporary times, 
as guerrillas) and Jesus and 
the oppression to which they 
were subjected is compared 
very closely with 20th century 
revolutionary movements 
against Colonial powers. 
Jesus, played by David A.D.J. 
Wilson, is a militant leader 
who has run into a church 
with some friends to ‘seek 
refuge” during a street riot 
outside. The newcomers 
proceed to fil) in the gaps of 
the missing characters of a 
play rehearsal which is in 
progress in the church. 

The dialogue is a series of 
arguments, explorations and 
quotations of the New 
Testament Scriptures. Each 
actor, particularly Jesus, tries 
to find his own consistent 
and true character from what 
playwright Brenner finds to 
be conflicting passages of 
the scripture. The intellectual 


“arguments which take place 


“sometimes humorous, 
sometimes angry, all serve to 
neatly fit together to prove 
the playwright's theory. In 
Brenner's search for truth 
amid what he sees as the 


myths and falsifications 
about Jesus and the contra- 
dictions of the Gospels them- 
selves, he deliberately juxta- 
poses passages to prove the 
conflicts, While the scenes 
are often too contrived to ap- 
pear realistic, the point is 
nevertheless clearly made in 
thé intellectual tradition of 
Jewlth schplars. 

Despite its departure from 
reality, which does weaken 
the play, it is a powerful 
drama which should not fail 
to make its audiences think 
and for many it should bring 

more relevant perspective 
to the sometimes seemingly 
remote or confusing scrip- 
tures. 

David Wilson does a sen- 
sitive portrayal of the role.of 
Jesus, and Bobby J. Wood 
do a tremendously 


emotional and strong inter- 
pretation of the role of Judas 
and is particularly good when 
he takes on the missing part 
of John the Baptist. 

Hank Marone very effec- 
tively plays the conventional 
preacher who teaches the 
Christian doctrine of sub- 
mission rather than one of 
action. Brenner works to 
Prove that the latter iuis a 
more accurate interpretation 
and reveals Jesus to be very 
much of a man of action, and 
not one to “turn the other 
cheek,” 

The cast under the careful 
direction of Reuben Silver, 
worked well together in their 


difficult roles.

About the Playwright... 


Writer Alfred Brenner was 
fascinated by the idea of 
Jesus as an historical figure 
for quite a while before he 
got down to the business of 
writing his play, “The Death 
Of Black Jesus."' He was 
finally able to explore his 
growing questions more fully 
when he went to England to 
live and work for a-year with 
the British Broadcasting 
Company (BBC), While he 
was there he discovered a 
scholar named Brandon who 
teaches at the University of 
Manchester in England. 


“He's. done tremendous 
work,” Brenner commented 
admiringly 


Brenner studied Brandon's 
writings on Jesus, a man 
about whom “‘very little is 
known because there are no 
contemporary witnesses" of 
his life and death. He feels 
that the story of Jesus has 
been distorted through years 
of interpretation, change, and 
misunderstanding. Brenner 
was searching for the “truth.” 
After a great deal of research 
Brenner reached some con- 
clusi6ns about the life and 
times pf Jesus Christ-and itis 
these discoveries on which 
he has based his play which 
made its world premier at 
Karamu. 


Brenner, who is white, 


asked why he chose to por- 
tray a black Jesus explained 
that he intended the play to 
have a universal application 
and “black seemed to be the 


point | wished to make,” he 
explained. He was. inspired,

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When the Sun goes down behind the trees at Goodale 
Park on Sunday, June 25, approximately three or four 
thousand men, women and children will have visited the old 
playground to renew their acquaintances with their-former 
neighbors. Most of the people gathering at the park will be 
former residence of “Flytown,” a community which was the 
real metting pot of America. 

Once upon atime Germans, Irish, Italians and Afro- 
Americans lived in this neighborhood. “Believe it or not,” 
these people co-existed in that small community which was 
bounded by Vine St. on the South, Third Ave. on the North, 
High St. on the East and New York Central railroad on the 
west. Many Italians have moved from Flytown to Grandview. 
As one of our Italian friends said, “We just moved from lower 
“Flytown" to upper “Fiytown.— 

- We remember “Flytown” best for the outstanding 
athletes it developed over the years. Perhaps the most 
popular Ones were George (Jake) Young, Murray (Chalk) 
Ford, William (Plunk) Ford, Eddie (Razz) Waller, Clarence 
(Bump) Clark and Willie Garland, There were many others 
who made a name for themselves in high school and 
college. However, when one says something about the 
athletes of “Flytown" the above men will always be men- 
tioned before the conversation ends. 

This year's celebration will start with a cabaret on 
Friday, June 23, from 9 p.m. to 1 a.m. at the Knowles Party 
House, 549 W. Town St. Don Washington, former Ohio State 
University trackster, Roger Germany, Marcella Ward, William 
(Baby) Mcintosh and Josephine Biggs and other members of 
the “Flytown" Reunion Committee are selling cabaret 
tickets. 

The get-together will take place on Sunday, June 25, 
beginning at 10 a.m. Former residents from all parts of the 
country will attend this affair.

's oerson could be black or white, male or female, but 
someone who has made a contribution and exemplifies the 
Spirit of “Flytown.” 

Such men as George (Jake) Young, who spent a lifetime 
at the Godman Guild House; Ed (Razz) Waller, one of the 
best loved policeman of all times on. the Columbus police 
force; Murray (Chalk) Ford an outstanding athlete who was 
loved by all during his playing days; and William (Plunk) 
Ford who played with Harlem Globetrotters, the man who 
taught Reese (Goose) Tatum the tricks of basketball. 

There have been others who have made their con- 
tributions in other fields. Ed Moman has written a book on 
the black soldiers in WW. 11; Edith Clark, a nightciub enter- 
tainer, who has also written a book about “Flytown.” 

What person or what group will come forth this Sunday 
to start the ball rolling for an enshrinement for-outstanding 
people who made Flytown a legend, a place to remember? 

The Ohio Stadium will celebrate’its Golden Anniversary 
on . 21, The Buckeyes will face Indiana and the game has 
been labeled as Stadium Dedication Day. Ohio lost its 
dedication game to Michigan 19-Oin 1922. 

Many fans have passed through the Stadium gates over 
the past 50 years. The average home attendance since 1922 
is 62,093. Every year Ohio State leads the nation in atten- 
dance per home game. > 

There have been many black players to perform on the 
gridiron during the past half century. There were seven lean 
years for black players unti! William (Bill) Bell came along in 
1929, He didn't see much action until 1930. 

Bell and Russell Embrey were the only two black players 
on the Bucks’ varsity squad in 1930. Embrey scored a touch- 
down against Mt. Union in the first game of the season. Ohio 
defeated Mt. Union 59-0. After that good showing against Mt. 
Union, Embrey saw very little action, 

When Ohio State went east to play Navy, Bell and Em- 
brey were left behind. It was said that Bell went over to Pitt- 
sburgh to scout the Notre Dame-Pittsburgh game and Em- 
brey was sent with thé reserve to play the University of 
Akron. 

The next black player of note to play first string with the 
Buckeyes was Charlie Anderson in 1939. Francis A. Schmidt 
was the head coach at OSU from 1934-1940. Anderson and 
Bell were the only two black players to earn a starting 
position with the Buckeyes in the first 18 years of the Ohio 
Stadium’s history. 

The black players received their first big break when 
Paul Brown arrived on the scene in 1941. One of the first 
moves-Brown- made -was-to-put Anderson-off-the teagp for. 
disciplinary reasons. 

After the Anderson incident, many blacks saw plenty of 
action with Brown's teams. Some of the best known players 
during Brown's regime were William (Deke) Willis, Ernie 
Parks, Dick Jackson, Matt Brown and Stan Dixon, 

The Stadium will remember when Ohio State was known 
as the graveyard for coaches. If a coach didf't best 


Michigan he didn't stay around long. Sam Willaman only lost. 


one game in 1933 but that was to Michigan 13-0. 

Francis Schmidt arrived at the Stadium in 1934 and beat 
the Wolverines four years in succession, He saon lost his 
formula and Michigan won the next three and Schmidt had 
to go. 

oAwhen Paul Brown went off to the Navy in 1943, he left a 
good team for his successor, Carroll Widdoes. Brown also 
had the-misfortune of losing to Michigan 45-7 in '43. 

Mr_ Stadium smiled when Widdoes led the Bucks to a 9- 
0 record in 1941. The Bucks came from behind that year to 
defeat the Wolverines 18-14 on a great effort by Les Horvath. 
Widdoes' only lost two games the next year but one of these 
games was to Michigan 7-3 


~Widdoes feft the scene and-turned the team over to Paul 
Bixler, Bixler's 4-3-2 record only kept him around for one 
season. He was the first coach to only serve one year since 
John Richards coached the Buckeyes in 1912. Michigan 
walloped the Bucks 58-6 in 1946. 


~~Ohio's favorite son, Wesley Fesler, “The Great Stone 
Face," began to pull the Bucks out of the doldrums in 1947. 
He carried them to the Rose Bowl fore first time in 30 
years.

We can remember the first game of the world 
series between the New York Yankees and the New 


York Giants at Yankee Stadium. it was 


murky day, 


atypical 


one that the baseball fans are used to in 


New York and the New England States. 

We wouldn't miss this series for anything In the 
world. The fans were buzzing in the stands, they had 
never seen an all-Black outfield in the majors before. 

Irvin was the National League's batting cham- 
pion, Mays a youngster of twenty had already shown 
he was.a terrific outfielder and-was-the top candidate 
for the National League Rookie of the Year, and 
Thompson who was a terrific third baseman was now 
in rightfield because of an injury to Don Muller. 


During the game or just 
before it started we over- 
heard a baseball writer say, 
“That is really something to 
see, an all-Negro outfield 
moreover they are plenty 
good, too... “You aresright,” 
said another baseball writer 
and I'll predict in the next 
twenty years there will be a 
whole lot more Negro player 
in the major leagues.” “You 
really think so.'* said the 
other baseball writer. To be 
sure, the first baseball writer 
really doesn't know just how 
right he was at that 
time....The date 1951 

Today the major leagues 
have at least 100 players in 
the loops and hundreds of 
others down on the farm 
clubs.... 

In the first game the All- 
Black outfield of the Giants 
played a beautiful game 
against their cross town 
tivals, the Yankees. Even my 
eyes buckled as Irvin and 
Mays played terrific ball-in

Brooklyn Dodgers for the 
National Pennant. 

The first inning was a 
dandy as far as the Giants 
were concerned, Thompson 
started the show with a walk 
from the Yankees’ star pit- 
cher, Allie Reynolds. Then Ir- 
vin singled to right, sending 
Thompson to third. The next 
battery was Whitey Lockman 
a good hitter. He hit a ground 
rule double to score Thomp- 
son. sending Irvin to third 
base. 

Irvin was now on third base 
and Reynolds forgot himself 
and started to windup and Ir- 
vin set: sail for home plate 

The crowd was roaring as 
Irvin made a perfect slide to 
steal home ....The Yankee 
fans were silent as the Giants 
kicked up quite a fuss, The 
steal of home gave the Giants 
2-0 lead. 

Irvin came right back in the 
last of the first inning. This 
time he leaped high up 
against the left field stands to 
make a sensational catch off 
the bat of Hank Bauer a sure 
homer.... Mays made a sensa- 
tional-catch in the fifth inning 
to rob Bauer of another base 
hit. Mays picked the ball off 
the tips of the grass, it Was a 
sensational catch. Then 
Thompson not to be out done 
by his-outfield mates made a 
great catch of a long fly by 
Joe DiMaggio. 

It wasn't long before the 
baseball writers were talking 
about the young rookie, 
Willie Mays and called him 
the rival of the Dodgers’ 
Jackie Robinson. Irvin had 
been the star of the Giants, 
but he was a silent man, 
while Mays was flashy and 
always tossed his cap when 
he raced around the bases or 
made a long chase after a 
long fly or a sinking line 
drive. Mays was New York's 
boy. The Giants loved the 
flashy youngster. 

Mays had a hard time ad- 
justing, but Durocher never 
worried and when the Giants 
made their way through 
Chicago, St. Louis, Pitts- 
burgh and Cincinnati, Mays 
was stinging the baseball for 
an average of .361 


He simply lifted the Giants. 
He had great drive. He had a 
lot of-power at the plate. He 


wasn’t big, but he had big, 


strong arms and great wrists 

If Willie Mays was the spirit 
of the Giants, our friend Irvin 
was the brawn. Irvin played 
his. college baseball at Lin- 
coln University, Pa. and in 
the Negro National 
League before the Giants 
grabbed him and shipped 
him off to Jersey City for 
pruning .

BDC Must Be Kept Alive 


Although the U.S. Government has 
set out to spend millions of dollars 
extracted from the pockets of all 
Americans to finance a variety of 
drug abuse programs, it is regrett- 
able that Uncle Sam has dropped its 
support .of the Blackman' Develop- 
ment Center in Columbus. 


Although given a clean bill of 
health by the Franklin County Mental 
Health and lon Board (648), 
and of a two-man investigating team 
of the National Institute of Mental 
Health (NIMH), the Government has 
said that BDC cannot share in.a-pro- 
posed $6.7 million federal grant to 
finance a drug cure program over an 
eight year period. 


BDC, an off-epring of the BDC in 
Washington, D.C., opened its doors 
im Columbus a year ago this month. 
Soon afterwards, it was reported 
relating to 300 addicts, both biack 
and white. impreesed by this. result 
and in recognition of the seriousness 
of the drug problem, a group of con- 
cerned citizens formed an ad hoc 
committee to lend a hand to this 
most worthy cause. 

As a result of this en- 
deevor, the 648 Board included BDC 
in its application for the $8.7 million 
funding by the U.S. Government to 
finance a comprehensive Drug Pro- 
gram in the county, which was sub- 
mitted last December. Of the 
$800,000 first year appropriation, 
BDC was to received about’ $300,000. 

A few weeks ago jist about time 


the grant was expected to be ap- 
Proved, reports out of Washington 
accused BDC director Col. Danyil 
Sulieman of submitting false infor- 
mation in. an application for a 
license to dispense methadone, a 
héroin substitute used in drug treat- 
ment. ; 
Sulleman, the government noted 
had served time for a narcotics of- 
fense in the early 1960's but he 
failed to report this in-his application 
for the license. The order to drop 
BDC from the application and resub- 
mit @ new proposal, or lose all 
followed,

Throughout the nation law en- 

forcement officials are coming face 
to face with the reality that U.S. 
police departments, Particularly in 
the nation's major metropolitan 
areas, will never develop credibility 
among black citizens until they: 
1, Increase the number of blacks in 
their departments, and 2. Pay Safety 
Department recruits salaries high 
enough to attract a higher calibre of 
applicant. 

In Ohio, police departments are 
well on the way towards realization 
of the second phase, but lagging 
seriously behind on’ the recruitment 
of qualified blacks, 

In Cleveland and. Columbus, 
special efforts are now underway to 
attract black applicants for a civil 
service examination to be held on 
Saturday, July 15, 1972, and both the 
Shield Club, composed of black 
Policemen in the Cleveland Depart- 
ment, and the Urban League of 
Cleveland, have been enlisted to 


heip “sell” careers in law enfor- 


cement to promising young black 
men and women. 

The reason, why, in past years, 
black youths have not been enthus- 
lastic about becoming policemen is 
80 well established that It need not 
be pursued. In the past policemen 
were not only poorly paid for the res- 
ponsibilities of their positions, but 
most departments were guilty of set-

Five Black Stars 


It's @ far cry from what was the 
potential just two decades ago, 


when in one fell swoop the U.S. . 


Army has tapped five black colonels 
for promotion to Brigadier General, 
including one who frankly confessed 
that when he enlisted in 1940 he did 
Not ever expect to make sergeant's 
rank. 

When the five, who were among 62 
colonels selected for promotion, 
received their one-star insignia, they 
will bring to nine the number of 
black Army genera!s, and they will 
serve in outfits that are now non- 
segregated. 

Let's face it, all of the five blacks 
bring exceptional backgrounds to 
th service careers. All have 
college degrees, though none was 
fortunate enough to opt for an Army 
career at a time when there were a 
number of black congressmen who 
might have tapped them for West 
Point training. Three hold Master's 
Degrees, and the group shares a 
total of three Purple Hearts and six 
Silver Stars, the Army’s highest 
award for combat heroism. 

For years, the Army lagged behind, 
the other armed services both in the’ 
matter of integration of troops and 
the elevation of black officers to the 
higher ranks of the service.

Most of the/years after her graduation, 
Angela Davis has lived in an 
of controversy. Unlike Paul Robeson and 
others identified with so-called jeftist 
Causes, Miss Davis openly avowed that 
she was a Communist. It was this charge 
that brought her to national attention 
while she was a teacher at the University 


of California,-climaxing in her dismissal. | 


For over 40 years, the Communist party 
has been trying to edge itself into Negro 
ranks, Its first real threat was in the 
famous Scottsboro Boys case in the thir- 
ties. Then came the Angelo Herndon 
case. Ben Davis, Jr., of Atlanta was 
snared by the Communist bait. Even- 
tually his carreer ended in disaster. 

Paul. Robeson, at the height of a 
brilliant career as an actor and concert 
singer, was tainted with the Communist 
brush. Paul, to my knowledge, never ad- 
mitted to being a Communist member, 
although he was acclaimed by them, and 
went to Russia to live for a while. 

His career too, was irreparably 
damaged and he now Is ill and living in- 
communicado in New York City. 

The Communists have been persistent 
over the years in pursuit of Negro Sup- 
porters. Every now and then, it snares a 
personality that It believes will be the key 
to Negro support. Where Ben Davis and 
Paul Robeson failed (both of whom were 
88 highly educated as Angela Davis), will 
Angela be able to break the jinx? 

Where does Angela go from here? Ac- 


Y cording to her agents, she Is now om. 


barking on a speaking tour that will take 
her from California to New York City 
where a big gala is planned. 

The purpose of all of this, is sup- 
posedly to raise money with which to Pay 
the cost of her trial. How this effort will 
end nobody knows. The one thing | do 
know, is that no Communist fund-raising 

has ever ended without a taint of 
Suspicion of mishandling: 

True, some money will be raised, for 
many people feel sorry for Miss Davis, or 
are just curious and will pay to see her 
as they would any other publicized at- 
traction. 

But, when the fund raising “thing” is 
over, what's for Angela? She can't be 
exhibited forever as an attraction. 


From the moment of his inauguration 
as our nation's Chief Executive, 
President Nixon started in to-applying-& 
Special coat of conservative paint to the 
august corridors of the U.S, Supreme 
Court. Whatever skill he may have 
lacked as 4 painter, he certainty has 
made up for as a politician. Through a 
combination of time and circumstance 
he has managéd to insert, albeit over 
some strenuous objections from U.S. 
liberals and civil-rightists, four associate 
justices whose philosophies were more 
in keeping with his own. 

Last week, in a single day, the 
President reaped some conservative 
dividends from his choices. In an opinion 
read by Justice William H. Rehnquist 
(whose views on racial discrimination 
were part of a battle over his confir- 
mation fast fall) the Court ruled that 
private clubs may bar blacks from mem- 
bership or guest privileges. Justice 
Rehnquist was joined in the decision by 
three_other Nixon appointees; Chief 
Justice Warren Burger, and Justices 
Harty A. Blackmon and Lewis’ G. 
Powell. In addition, two of the Court's 
middle-of-the-roaders, Justices Potter 
Stewart and Byron White joined in. 

The decision, of course, drew the most 
agonized reaction from black Americans, 
but it was not an unexpected one even to 
the lawyers who handled the case for the 
plaintiff. The key word in this decision 
was the word “genuine” as applied to 
private clubs or fraternal lodges, and 
the fact that the Moose Lodge defendant 
lin this case holds a liquor license, could! 
hardly be construed as a public or tax 
‘supported operation. 

The kind of “private’’ club the | 
must regard as constitutionally out-of. 
bounds is those operating under a slimy 
‘arrangement with cities and states under 
which they operate on publicty-owned 
land leased them for token fees, and ad- 
mit masses of white non-members while 
barring black non-members. 

This rufing was not nearly as signi- 
ficant as another issued on that same 
day extending the rights of state and 
focal police officials to stop and frisk 
citizens who might bebuspected of a 
violation of the law. A ‘couple of years 
ago, the High Court said that such a 
Procedure was permissible if the police- 
man acted on reasonable grounds. Now 
this privilege has been extended to per- 
mit such searches on the word of a 
Private citizen who initiates the 
suspicion. This.one essays as a real low 
blow.

An open letter to the citizens of the 
State of Ohio: 

|, like most of you thought nothing of 
prysons and the conditions which in- 
mates tolerate, |. like most of you, felt 
they should have thought about what 
they were doing before breaking the law. 
Now. because | find mysell in prison, | 
Know what penal institutions are like and 
| feel very differently 

Do you realize how easy itis to commit 
a crime and be sentenced to prison? If 
you.are- invelved-in-an automobile ac- 
cident, someone is killed. and you are 
held responsible: you could be charged 
with yehioular homicide, and you could. 
be sentenced to prison. You could then 
see how penal institutions operate, how 
they rehabilitate!!! 

Following are a few things | hope you 
will think about -- However, | must state 
at this tinte that these things | am writing 
are my own feelings but | believe the 
majority of those in prison will agree with 
me * 

's it right to treat us as children or 
animals because we supposedly have 
broken the law?

Whether a woman is employed or does 
only her own housework, she should try 
fo avoid heavy physical exertion. It pus 
@ strain on ligaments (the tough tissues 
which connect bones or support body 
organs in place) that are already sof- 
tened 4s a result of a hormone produced 
during pregnancy 

Even if a woman has a job that is not 
physically strenuous there can be com- 
plications. A job where one stands or sits 
all day can cause the body to have a ten- 
dency to accumulate fluids (edema) in 
legs, ankles, and feet, and to gain too 
much weight. Walking and exercise, and 
being able to move about frequently, 
together with ample fest periods, are 
helpful to women whose work does not 
normally call for much movement. 

For some women there are strong 
reasons against working at all during 
pregnancy. These include women who 
have had difficulty carrying a baby to full 
term, of show a tendency to abort, or if 
there is a possibility “of multiple births 
such as {wins or even triplets, perhaps. 

Also, pregnancy is an emotional ex- 
perience, The working pregnant woman 
must be aware that moods varying from 
elation to deep depression can be part of 
& normal pregnancy, but that these 
moods must be controlled at her place of 
work. Many. employers wilt not make any: 
allowances for a pregnant woman whose 


she can con- 


"health interferes with her work. So the 


Pregnant woman has to put up with her 
own physical and mental changes and 
not impose them on her employer or co- 
workers 

\t is a good idea for a working mother- 
to-be to lia down for about a half hour 
whehi she gets home from work. Dinner 
can wait. An understanding. cooperative 
husband can be a big help for the 
working pregnant wife. She should have 
his help with the housework and grocery 
shopping 

Whether and for how long to continue 
working during pregnanty should be a 
carefully made decision by the woman 
and her doctor, Money and mental at- 
titude are important, but the final 
decision should be based on.the ptesent 
and future good health of the mother and 
of her unborn baby

Black Songwriters 
Face Royalty Loss 


NEW YORK CITY— Oidtime 


' black songwriters who wrote 


some of the nation's most 
outstanding songs, including 
“St. Louis Blues'’ and 
“Honeysuckle Rose” stand ta 
lose hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in royalties unless 
Congress give them legal 
relief, warned two black 
record company executives. 

Henry Allen, vice president 
of Atlantic records and the 
firm's sales manager, Rick 
Willard, in launching the 
Committee tq Protect Ameri- 
can Black Music, in a letter 
to members of the Black 
Congressional Caucus urged 
them to seek a one-year ex- 
tension of the 1915 Copyright 
Law. Under this bill’a com- 
poser's song is protected for 
56 years and he receives the 
royalties from it being sung 
or recorded. After that time 
the tune then passes into the 
Public domain and he loses 
all financial gain. 

Falling into this category is 
“St. Louis Blues,” written’ by 
the late Memphis-born W.C. 
Handy in 1914 and which 
became a public domain 
work two years ago. In the 
past five years both houses 
of Congress passed a one- 
year extension bill while they 
debated revising the 1915 
with new amendments to pro- 
long the life span of a song- 
writer's music beyond the 56 
years: However, this year 
chances of another extension 
is slim and Congress has 
showed little inclination to 
bring it-up. 

Other great American 
tines produced by black

writers who face a financial 
loss include “Basin Street 
Blues," “Old Fashioned 
Love," "Darktown. Strutter's 
Ball’ and “Wild About 
Harry.” Though many of 
th writers are .deceaseo 
their ilies benefit from the 
continuing ‘royalty checks 
running into the thousands 
that they get from ASCAP, 
the songwriters’ association, 
Pointing out that Handy’s 
family collects an estimated 
$100,000 from the more than 
100 tunes he wrote, Allen and 
Willard said that they could 
become federal relief reci- 
pients if this income is 
snatched away from them. 
Another case, they added, 
that benefitted from royalty 
checks from hig musical in- 
ventions was Andy Razaf, 
now confined to a wheelchair 
and living in Los Angeles 
whose medical bills exceeds 
$18,000 a year. 
- “The only satisfaction 
these great black Americans 
received were royalty checks 
that allowed them to enjoy 
some of the comforts of life, 
though small in comparison 
to the millions pocketed by 
singers, publishing firms and 
record companies who capi- 
talized on their words and 
music,” they wrote. “Are we 
now to further penalize them 
by taking away the only 
source of income they've en- 
joyed over the past years?" 
Joining the Committee and 
pledging his support was 
singer Wilson Pickett. The 
writer of many of his own At- 
lantic record hits, Pickett 
said that while he was not im- 


mediately affected, he could 
envision himself being in this 
plight in later years ang 
would want to insure his own 
financial~future as well as 
that of his family. . y

lowest bid procedure; with 
no way of saying this job has 
to be a black_construction 
job. The only controls we 
have on these jobs, is in the 
area of wage rates,” he ex- 
plained. 


Feeney. said the. real 
problem is with the develop- 
er: “If the developer decides 
to make a job a union job, 
and there are no blacks in 
the union which is employed 
on the job, then there is not 
much we can do. Even 
though the developer is 
obligated to submit a com- 
plete run-down on what he is 
doing in the area of equal 
employment." 


Feeney said CMHA has 
been lucky in keeping the 
work forces for the last tew 
jobs at a level of about 10 to 
20 per cent minority workers; 
but the last jobs have. been 
using non-union work crews. 
He said CMHA does use its 
own work forces on some 
jobs, and employs a black 
Plumber, five ‘black painters 
and a black electrician, 


What further complicates 
the matter, he said, is that 
@ach job to be done is bid on 
separately and each contrac- 
tor has the choice of using 
union of non-union labor 
depending on the job. 


Feeney said CMHA Comm- 
issioner John Scales has 
continuously made efforts to 
increase the number. of jobs 
minority contractors and 
workers are used on. 


Scales is business mana- 
ger for Laborers Local 423 
and president of the 
Laborer's District Council of 
Ohio. He stepped in last year 
when laborers union mem- 
bers picketed a heating 
system conversion job at the 
Poindexter CMHA: housing 
facility in protest of using a 


non-union contractor 

Feeney said that in this 
modernization program the 
residents of each of the 
housing facilities are given a 
Chance to specify which im- 
provements are of top prior- 
ity. 

“These residents are in the 
facilities almost 24 hours a

release of some 19 prisoners 
confined to the Workhouse 
contrary to the rulings of the 
high courts. 

With thevoluntary 
assistance of Clifford Carroll 
who donates his service to 
the Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action 
Organization (AGMACAQ) 
Alcholism Program, petitions 
for each of the prisoners 
were prepared and taken to 
the Workhouse for their 
sworn statement 

Another volunteer in this 
action was Albert M 
Hawkins, Seventh \Ward 
Democratic Chairman, who 
made several trips to the 
Workhouse to notarize the 
prisoners signed statement 

In the sworn-statement. the 
prisoner states that he is 
“without sufficient financial 
means to pay the fines im- 
posed by the Franklin County 
Municipal Court, that he has 
no real or personal property 
with which to secure credit. 
and thereby generate such 
funds, and that he is presen- 
tly unemployed.” 

With these legal 
documents in order, Van 
Dyne-and-his staff of young 
lawyers lay them before the 
judges who impoped the fine 
upon the respective prisoners 
“for disposition. So far, none 
of the judges have 
challenged the action and 


have ordered the prisoners 
released 

All. the —prisoners— are 
released. under condition—of - 
paying the balance of “thelr 
fine ‘on or before a specific 
date, Van Dyne explained in 
a CALL & POST interview 

He also explained that jf a 
person is fined $100 on a city 
attidavit and works during his 
confinement he is credited 
with two days for every day 
he works at the rate of $10 
per day, This means-that a 
$100 fine may be worked out 
in five days 
“Persons convicted on a 
State affidavit with a $100 
fine, however, are allowed 
only one day for a days work 
Consequently, they must 
work 10 days to retire the 
fine 


While Van Dyne is happy 
with the success of his effort, 
he fears that the judges may 
jeopardize his operation by 
imposing days instead of 
fines on convicted persons in 
the future. However, he said 
he is elated that the judges 
thus far have given him their 
fullest cooperalion in 
carrying out the historical or- 
ders-of the nigh courts 


Van Dyne, who just recen- 
lly passed the Ohio Bar, in- 
dicated that other petitions 
are being prepared and more 
indigent prisoners can be ex- 
pect®d to be freed from the 
Workhouse under the court 
ruling.
